thy Primate and Arch-Biolhp, gives an Account, 

that among other extraordinay gifts and gra- 

ces, which it pleafed the Almighty to. beltow 
upon him, be was wonderfuly endued with a Spirit of 
Prophecy, hereby he gave out fevetal true Predictions 
and ‘Prophefies of things 2 great while before they came to 
pals, whereof fome we have feen fulfilled, and ochers re- 
main yet to be accemplifhed, And enough he was one that 
abhor’d Enthuliaftick Notions; cing roo Learned, Rational, © 
and knowing, -to admit of ‘fuchidle Breake and Whimfies. 
Yet he profeft, ‘Thar feweral times in his Life he had ma 
* ny things impreft upon his, mind,concerning future Everits, 
“with fo much warmnefs and importwnity, that he was not 
“able to keep them fecret, but lay under an unavoidable 
“neceffity to make them known. a 
~8From which Spirit he foretold the [rij Rebellion: Forty 
years before it came to pafs, with the very time when it 
fhould break forth, ina Secmon Preachedin Debbezin 1601, - 
where from Ezek, g 6. difcouriing concerning the Prophets 
bearing the-iniquity of Judzh forty days, the Lord therin 
appointed a day for.a year : he made this direeét Applycation 
in Relation to the connivance.at (Popery at that time. Fro 
shes year (fays he) wilt Trekon-the fv of Ireland, that thofe 
whom you now imbrace, fall be your Ruin, and you {hall bear thu 
Fniquity, Which Prediction proved exactly true, for from 
that time 160%, to the year, 1641, vas Juit Forty years, in 
Which it is nororioufly known,: that the Rebellion and De- 
ftruction of Jrsland happened, which was acied by thole 
Popiih 
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PopithPriefts, and other Papitts, which were ther connived 
at. And of this Setmon the Bithop referved the ‘Notes, and 
puta Nore thereofim ce Margene of his Bible ; -and for 
20 Years before, he itill lived in che Expectation of the Ful- 
fifling thereof: And the nearer the time Was, che more cons 
fident he was, thacit Was tear Acconpliihment, though there 
was no vilible appearance of any {uch ching: And (fayes Dr. 
Bernard ) the Year before the Rebellion broke forth, ‘the Bis 
(hop taking his leave of me, being then going from dre/and to 
Exglandhe advifed me toa ferious Preparation ; for J {hould 
fee heivy Sorrows and Miferies, ‘before I daw him again; 
which he delivecd with as great Confidence, as if he had fee 
it with his Eyes, : Which feems to verify that of the Prophet, 
Anos 3.9. Surtly, the Lord will do nohing, bat hewill reveal it 
to hws Servants, the Prophets. i | 

From this Soirit of Propnetie, he fore-faw the Changes and 
Miferie: of Exglandin Churchand Srates for having in one 
of hs Books, (called De Prim. Eccl. Brit.) givena larg account 
of the Deftruction of the Church and Srate of the Brittazas, 
by the Saxons, about sso Year after Chrift: He givesthis 
amdng other Reafons, why he intifted fo largely upon its 
That he fore-f2w,thira like Judgement was yet behind, if time- 
ly Repentance an Reformation did not prevent it?’ Andhe 
would often Maurn upon the Fore-light of this, long before if 
came, 

From this Spitit he gave Mournful  tacimations of. the 
Deathof our late Sovecaign, Charles che Fir; of whom he 
would bs oftea foeaking with Fear and Trenbling,evera.when 
the King had the greaceit Succeis : Aad would therefore con- 
flancty pray, and gave all advice potible, to prevent any. fuch 
thing. : 
Bom this Spirit he fore-faw -his owm Poverty in worldly 
things; and ¢ta:she would often (peak of, with admiration, to 
the Heaters, when he wasin his] greate{t Profperity 5. which 
the Evenc did mot certainly verify. 

Fromthis Soirithe Predicted che Divifions and Confufa 
ensin England in Matters of Religion, and the fad confe- 
gucnces thereof; fome of which we have Jecn fulfil’d:: And 
ws A a I pray 
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Iipray Gods: the reft which:he teared, may not alfo be accom- 
plifhed-upon us. 


Lattly, . From this Spirit he fore-told, That the greateft 
ftroke: upon the Reformed Churches was yer to come; and 
that the timerof the utter Ruin of the See of Rome, Chould be 
when (he thought herfelf moit fecure: And astothis Laff, I 
fhalladd a brief Account from the Perfons own hand; who 
was concerned therein; which followethin thefe Words ; 

Tha year before this Learned and Holy Primate, A. Bifhap 
Vier dyed, |.wencto him, and earneftly detired him, to give 
mein Writinghis Apprehentions concerning Juftification,and 
Sanctification by Chrift; becaule I had formerly heard him 
Preach upon thofe Points, wherin he feemed to make thale 
ereat Mylteriesmcre intelligible to my mean Capacity, than 
any thing which I had ever heard fram any other: Butbe= 
icaufe Irhad bur an imperfect and confuled Remembrance of 
the ‘Particulars, I took the boldnels to importune him, that 

he would pleaie to give abiief acccunc of them in Writing ; 
whereby I might the better imprint them inmy Memory ; 
of which he would willingly have excuied himicl&by declaring 
-hisincentions of not writing any more: Adding, Thatifhe 
-did write any thing, it fhould not exceed above a Sheet or 
-¢wo: Butupon my continued Importunry, I ac laft obtained 
his Premife. ied 
He coming to Town fome time after, was pleafed to give 
Sime'® Veit acm y own Houle; whered failed not to challenge 
ethe: Benefit of the Promves he. fad. mademe: He replyed; 
That be b2d not writs and yer becould not charge bimfelf wih any 
Breachof Promife.: For (faidhe) 4 did begin to write ; but when 
J cametowrite of Sarttification,that sof the New Creaturewhich 
God formeth by he Spirit im every Soul which he doth truly Reger

By this D:{courfe, I conceived he had very excellently 
and clearly difcovered .to me chat part of Sanétification 
which he was unwilling to write. 

Tthen.prefumed to. enquire of him what his prefent ape, 
prenentions were concerning avery great Perfecution which 
thould fall upon the Church of God in thefe Nations of 
Ei gland, Scotland, and Ireland, of which this Reverened Pri- 
mate had {poken with great confidence many years before, 
When we Were inthe highelt and fulleft {iate of outward 
Peace and Settlement. 1.asked him whether he did bee 
lieve thofe fad times tobe paft, or that they were yet to 
come, To which heanfwered, That they were yet-t0 come, and 
that he dd as confidently expect it, as everhehad dene, adding, 
That this fad Per fection would fall upon all the Proteftant Churches 
of Emrope 3 I replyed, That I did hope itmight have been 
paft as to thefe Nations. of ours, {ince I thought, that though 
we, who are the People thereof, have been punithed much 
lefs than our fins have deferved, and that. our late Wars 
had made far jefs devaftations, then War commonly brings 
upon thefe Countries were it pleafeth God in Judgement 
to fuffer it 3 yer we muft needs acknowledge, that many 
great tiouleshadbeen Burnt, Ruined, and left witrout Ine 
habitants, many great Families impoverifhed. and undone, 
and many Thoufand Lives alfo had been lolt in that blood 
War, and that Jyeland and Scatlard, as wellas England, had 
drunk very deép of the Cup of Gods Anger, even to the o- 
verthrow of the Govermine, and. the utter Defolation al- 
moft ofa ‘very great part of thofe Countries. 

Bur this Hely man, turnise to me and axing his Eyes 
upon me with that ferious and ireful lock which he wally 
had when he fpake Gods word and nothis own: and when 
the Power’ of Gods feemed to be upon himy.and to contirain

(faidhe to me) look you be zat fox sd inthe Onrmard Court, but a 
worlhippersn the Tensple bofare she Alter, far Chr will meafure 
all thofe that profe[s his Name, & callthemfelves bis People; 
the Outward worbippers be will leave awty tobe tredden down b 
the Gentiles, The On: ward Comrt (ays hs) am the formal Chrifti- 
an, whofe Religion lies in preforming the omtfidedusses of Chrifts- 
anity, without having anseward Life & Power of Faith and leves 
neniting thems ta Chr:ftyand rhe fp God will leave to betrodden dows, 
ans'fwept away by theGentiles ; Bat the warr(bippers within the

Spirit asd in Trath, whofe Souls are madehis Temples, and he ws 

hensured and adored in the moft inward thonghts of their bearts, 

and they Sacrifice ther Lnkts andvile aflettans, yar, and ibeir ave 
wills iehins; and thefe God will bidessn the hallo» of ha Hand, 
and ander the (padow of his wings ; asd this (ballibe one great diffe 
“vence between this lafty aad all the othersproceding Per fecutions ; 

F ae in the former, the moft eminent and {oiritad Moufters and 
Chriftians did generally fuffer moft, and were marft vidlently falter 
wpon, but in this laft Perfeeutseny thefe (hall be prefirved by Gad 
a5 Sced to pertekeof that Glery.wh ch {hall tmnediately Fallow 
and come upon the barch, as [wonas ever this ft orm (ball be ever; 
fer:as it (hall be the (harpeft, fo it jhatl be the {horceff Perfecurson 
ef them all; and. {hall only tike away the grofs EE pocriies and 
formal Profefors, but the true Sp ritual Believers foall be pre- 
ferved till rhe C alamry be over-pift. 

I chen asked hem by whatamzans.or InQrcumenrs-this great 
/Tryal (houldbe brought on. He anfwered, By the Papi/ts; 
AL seplyed, that it feemed to me very improbable they 
frould be able todo it, lince chey were now little countenan- 
‘ced, and bur fewin chefe Nations, and char the hearts of the 
People were more fec again chem then evertince the Refor- 
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mation, He anfwered wad ‘ That ic would be by the 
hands of Papi/ts, andin the way of a fuddain Maflacree ; 
* and that the then Pope thould be che chief Inftrumenrof it. 
All this he Spake with fo great Af_lurance, and with the 


fame ferious and concerned Countenance, which 1 have — 


before obferved him to have, when I have heard him forecell 
fome things whichin all humane appearence were very un- 
likely to come topafs, which yet I my felfhave lived tofee 
happen according to his prediction, and ‘this made me give 
the more carneft attention to what be then uttered. 

He then added, ‘That the Papifts were in his Opinion the 
* Gentzles fpoken of inthe 11th of the Revelations, towhon 
“rhe outward Court thould be lefr, that they might tread 
‘it underfoot; They having received the Gewts/es worthip 
‘in their adoring Images, and Saints departed, and in 
‘taking to themfelves many Mediators; And this 
‘(Said he) the Papifs are now delining among them- 
‘telves, and therefore be fure you be ready. | 

This was the Subftance, & I think (for the greateft part ) 
the very lame words which this Holy man {pake to me at 
the time beforementioned not long before his death, and 
which I writ dowm, that fo great and notable a Predidéton 
micht not be loft and forgotten by my felf nor others. 

This gracious Man repeated the fame things in Subftance 
to hisonly daaghter the Lady T7yrri/, and that with many 
teares, and much abour the fame time thache had expreft 
What is aforefaid to me, and which the Lady Tyrri/ aflured 
me of with her own mouth, tothis purpofe. 

_ That ovening the Door of his Chamber, She found him 
‘Werh his Eyes lift upto Heaven, and the tears runing a pace 
down his Cheeks, and that he feemed to be in an Extalie, 
Wherein he. continued for about half an hour, not taking 
the leatt notice of her, though fhe came into the Room, but 
at lait turning to her, he told her, That his thoughts had 
cen taken up about the Miferies and Perfecutions that were 
coming upon the Churches of Chritt, which would be fo 
fharp and bitter, that the contemplation of them had ferched 
whofe Tears from bis Eyes, and that he hoped acthould no

me Toconclude in the words of D. Bermardy {peaking of chis 
BE Excellent Perfon, Now howfoever I amas farre from heed- 
ing of Prophelies this. way as any, yet with me itis not 
Improbable, that fo great a Prophet, fo fanctified from his 
youth, fo knewing & eminenc throughout the Univerfal 
© Church, might have at fome fpecial times moré them Or-
